DEFEAT THE GAG LAW. 


Nothing but hysteria at finding itself on the 
verge of war for which it is conscious of its fail- 
ure to prepare will induce congress to pass the so- 
called espionage bill submitted by Lan- 
sing.

“ A company of us,“ Dr. Boynton K 


interested only in the educative value 
of the film, visited the second deputy of 
police to urge the lifting of the ban 
upon this needed piece of educational 
work. -We were told for our pains the 
thing was very immoral and contrary 
to the law. Likewise the Old Testament 
and the statute books are also immoral. 
Futhermore, certain of the ten com- 
mandments should not be taught to our 
children. 

We retired from the presence of this 
‘high authority’ in morals amazed at 
the stupidity, discouraged by the arbi- 
trariness, and disgusted by the bombast. 


Needs a State Law. 

“Our city needs a state law covering 
this matter. A board of censors should 
be provided for, appointed by the gov- 
ernor, at salaries eufficient to employ 
the major portion of their time. This 
board might well have on it a physician, 
a minister, a woman, a teacher, a law- 
yer, and an artist, so that the medical, 
moral amusing, educational, and artis- 
tic features might have competent cen- 
soring. The stuff released by our local 
censors and that which is held up shows 
a hopeléss confusion in their minds.”
